DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Academy Award-winning actress Melissa Leo 
was on the Subway on Tuesday heading toward 
Springs from the East Hampton stop. She was 
traveling with her father, Arnold Leo, longtime 
secretary of the East Hampton Baymen’s 
Association. Jerry Seinfeld was seen traveling 
on the Subway. between Hampton Bays and 
Southampton Monday evening. Going to a gig? 


POP DOWNS 

Straphangers were startled last Saturday at 
6:30 a.m. when they came down the escalator 
at the Southampton station to find Emiline, a 
women’s luxury handbag and shoe shop, right 
next door to the newsstand on the platform. All 
glass and chrome, it made a startling contrast 
with the newsstand. How it got there, nobody 
knows, but it was filled with excited customers. 
Subway officials spoke to a young woman named 
Karen, who works there, and said she was just 


an employee of the shop and Emiline was 
a pop-up store in East Hampton but there was 
no room for a pop-up on Jobs Lane in 
Southampton and so they were doing a pop- 
down below Jobs Lane. Subway officials 
examined the ceiling of that platform but didn’t 
see any evidence of anything popping down. By 


Monday morning, Subway lawyers had prepared . 


papers ordering the pop-down removed. They 
were particularly concerned because the fast 
food restaurant Subway pays a handsome 
monthly rent to have a shop on the platform, 
not only in Southampton but on every other 
platform. But when Subway officials returned 
to the pop-down that afternoon, they found 
the shop gone. All that remained was a Blahnik 
mule. A left, size eight. 


RIGHTS TO THE UNDERGROUND 

Merger and acquisitions billionaire Horace 
Gemstone has filed papers to have the Hamptons 
Subway tunnel removed from underneath 
his 22-acre Bridgehampton estate. According 
to the paperwork, Gemstone claims that an 
1887 deed for the land he now owns includes 
the phrase “and all rights to the underground 
land beneath the surface of the earth for 


200 furlongs.” This was at a time when it was 
believed that silver could be mined in the 
Hamptons. In any case, the papers say the 
earth shakes when the Subway trains come 
rumbling through and sometimes dishes get 
thrown out of the cabinets. They also say that 
when there is a deer on the tracks down there 
and the motorman honks the horn, the moaning 
sound disturbs him and his family. He has filed 
a cease and desist and the Subway lawyers 
have filed a temporary injunction. His home 
sits about halfway between the Bridgehampton 
and Sagaponack stops. “I don’t care where they 
move it to,” Gemstone told the New York Times. 


TRUMP FIRES ASPINALL’S WIFE 

After a company called Kushner and Siberian 
Enterprises (KSE) bought a 10% stake in the 
Hamptons Subway, it was revealed that the

Anthony Scaramucci, Trump’s new 
Communications Director, followed up by 
demanding Aspinall’s wife, also on the payroll, 
be fired, and their dog. The next day Trump fired 
Scaramucci. Is Trump finally coming around?

POLICE UNVEIL NEW SPEED LIMIT PROGRAM 

The Hamptons Police unveiled a new speed limit 
program last week, following the permanent 
installation of new digital speed trackers on area 
roads. In the short time since these units have 
been in operation, it has been widely observed 
that the digital speed trackers, which inform 
motorists of the speed that they are currently 
going, are unaccompanied by signs informing 
motorists of how fast they SHOULD be going. 
This has led to some confusion, as motorists 
have scrutinized the signs to try to determine 
how to react. Some skeptical drivers have even 
questioned the utility of apprising motorists of 


their speed if motorists are not simultaneously 
made aware of the speed limit. But according to 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, this 
is all part of the plan. “In the interest of greater 
flexibility, we are adopting a self-policing plan 
on some area roads. There will be no set speed 
limit, but we will show motorists how fast they 
are going so that they can judge for themselves 
whether it’s a safe speed.” In his Thursday 
news conference, Hirsch cited international 
examples of successful self-regulation on 
motorways. “You know, there are no set speed 
limits on the German Autobahn, and people 
generally drive at speeds they are comfortable 
travelling at. Why shouldn’t that model work 
here?” Some reporters, however, pointed out 
that the German Autobahn system features 
highly engineered, limited-access highways 
with carefully banked curves and unimpeded 
sightlines, in sharp contrast to the twisty back 
roads that are the subject of the local program. 
Hirsch was not happy with the line of inquiry. 
“Look, from now on, it'll be up to you to figure 
out how fast you should drive around here. So 
stop being babies about it. Next subject.” 


CREAM CHEESE COUNCIL CONVENES 

Citing recent unrest regarding cream cheese 
policies at local bagel shops, the Cream 
Cheese Council of the Hamptons was called 
into special session over the weekend. 
At issue was how much cream _ cheese 
constitutes a schmear, and how much bagel 
shops can charge for an extra schmear if one 
is requested by a customer. In recent weeks, 
police have been forced to intervene in 
numerous disputes over the amount of cream 
cheese bagel shops are providing per bagel, and 
have reportedly found themselves confused 
by the often hazy regulations surrounding 
the subject. Police spokesman Larry Hirsch 
explained the problem: “Some places, you 
get more cream cheese than you know what 
to do with, other places you wonder where 
it all went. There’s no consistency out there.” 
The police requested guidance from the 
Cream Cheese Council, and a clarification is 
expected soon. ga

The Diary of a Reluctant BBQ Contest Judge 


BY DAN RATTINER 


O n July 21, I was one of five judges in a food- 
cooking contest. Restaurants compete. A 
winner is announced. 

This is a job traditionally given to editors- 
in-chief of weekly newspapers in small towns 
around the country. It’s usually a chili contest, 
or a clam chowder contest. It takes place in a 
firehouse or a school auditorium. 

The judges in these small-town contests are 
introduced and given spoons. They walk down 
a row of pots on a table and each time, with a 
fresh spoon, take a taste of what is before them. 
Before moving on, they secretly write-down 
their score in a notebook. Often it is as many 
as 10 entrants. The judging takes about five 
minutes. After everybody has a taste, the judges 
meet in a smoke-filled room to decide on the 
winner. The smoke-filled room is the giveaway 
here. My judging of those events went on during 
the early years of this newspaper, from about 
1960 to 1990. I grew up judging. After 1990, I 
gave the job to others. Let others from Dan’s 
Papers have a turn. 

Anyway, more than 20 years later, here | am, 
back. But the Hamptons are no longer small 
towns. It is THE HAMPTONS. And you know 
what that means. 

The event was Dan’s GrillHampton. It took 


place from 7-10:30 p.m. under an enormous 
football-field-sized white tent on the shores of 
Mecox Bay. There was a statue of me riding a 
lobster at the entrance. Valets were parking 
Audis, BMWs, Teslas and Maseratis. Kids 
were driving attendees to the venue in golf 
carts. Everybody attending—there were about 
1,200—was given a wristband. They were 
there to eat and drink from about 30 booths, 
each manned by hosts of servers from different 
restaurants, liquor purveyors and wineries 
giving out tastings of rosé or Aperol Spritzes for 
the hordes attending. There was a VIP area. 

On an elevated stage under the center of 
the tent, a big table with five chairs had been 
placed. Place-name cards indicated where each 
of the judges would sit, side by side, facing out 
to the crowd. A big trophy was the centerpiece 
at this table. The paparazzi were everywhere. At 
8 p.m., a hostess found me down by the band, 
eating something from one of the greatest four- 
star restaurants in New York just after eating 
something from one of the greatest four-star 
restaurants on the East End. I was drinking the 
wine. Snapping my fingers to the music. They 
got me. 

She wore a skin-fitting black outfit, a leotard, I 
think, that featured a communications pack with 
an antenna sticking up on her back. She spoke 
into a tiny microphone. (Continued on next page) 
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Make way. Dan is coming to be one of the 
judges. Cameras clicked. People got out of the 
way. | climbed the three stairs to the platform 
and sat in a chair, second to the end, and looked 
out at the crowd. On the table in front of me was 
the sheet I would be scoring on. My name was 
on the top. The food would come one course at 
a time, delivered by hostesses from the booths 
of 19 of the greatest restaurants on earth. I was 
to judge them from 1 to 10 for taste, 1 to 5 for 
presentation, 1 to 5 for originality, 1 to 5 for the 
side dish accompanying the main dish. Add up 
the total. Hand in the score sheet at the end. 

Who would win the trophy? 

Nineteen restaurants? 

The names of the various dishes were on each 
of the entries on the left. There were things 
with pickles, octopodes, pulled pork, Wagyu 
steak and spiced slices of fish. There were 
soups of avocado, side dishes of fried squash 
slices, potatoes with sprinklings of curry, 
boiled Yugoslavian onions, even something 
unintelligible in a clear plastic cup that you 
were supposed to eat with chopsticks. 

I introduced myself to the people to the right 
and left of me. To the right was a man with a 
moustache who when asked, told me he was a 
host from a radio station. Old school. 

To the left of me was a very muscular 
young man with a shaved head wearing 
a black T-shirt. I asked what he did, and he 
told me he has five television shows, one on CBS, 
the others on cable, had an exercise video, 
and had just flown in from Vegas. 


“Oh,” I said. I considered telling him there. 


was a Statue of me by the entrance, but decided 
against it. 

He continued, saying he was returning to 
Vegas later that weekend for a show. He also 
had, as we began eating our first plate of food, a 
group of people down front who attended him. 
They went over his schedule, gave him scripts 
to read and approve and, between the second 
and third course, he was videoed where we sat 
by one of his people for a TV show. I couldn’t 
hear any of it over the band. 

“Isn’t that right, Dan,” he said into the camera 
as he concluded a segment, deferring to me. 
The camera turned to me. 

“I believe you are correct in everything you 
said,” I said. 

I ate the first plate, and as I scored my sheet, 
I looked sideways at how this fellow scored his 
sheet. We hadn’t agreed on anything. 

He was answering his email. 
tweeting something. 

Another of his people came over to talk into 
his ear. 


He was 


I’ve always wanted to be able to say, “have 


your people talk to my people.” Oh, well. 

The first of the plates was removed by one of 
the leotard people while another leaned over 
with a plate of steaming sausages from, | think, 
Outer Mongolia. 

As the judging went on—19 plates of food, 
one at a time, would take an hour to eat, judge, 
write down and push to front edge of the 
table—people wandered over to watch. Some 


asked us to lean sideways to make nice to the 
judges on either side of us for photos. I did that. 

After plate #11, a “side dish” that consisted of 
blueberry ice cream in a small cup was served. 
I treasured this. Under the harsh spotlights 


which shone down on us, my ice cream began 


to melt, and | imagined, eating with swirls 
around its edges where the melted part was, 
that this was a blueberry smoothie that I might 
choose to eat between any two or three courses 
of this 19-course meal. 

A hand, outstretched from a leotard, reached 
over to take it away, but I beat it to the smoothie 
by slapping my cupped hand over it. 

“Mine,” I said. This blueberry smoothie would 
be the glue that carried me through to the end 
of this competition. 

As the time went on, I began to notice that 
my ratings had gotten lower and lower with 
each course. I was trying to be fair. But my taste 
buds were saying no, no, and their reports to 
my brain were going downhill. Something with 
Italian virgin vinegar and sweet potato sticks. 
Was #14 a cheeseburger from Shake Shack? My 
God, it was. A friend. 

Finishing #19 was a sort of anti-climactic. 
It was over. The food-stained sheets were 
gathered up by the leotards. We were led away. 

I was told later in the evening, after I woke 
up, that the awards were announced and the 
winning entry was the restaurant at Baron’s 
Cove in Sag Harbor. 

I think I remember that one. Mostly, it was

PROCRASTINATION 

Yes, there is a group in academia that 
meets annually for a weekend to discuss 
procrastination. They met in Chicago at DePaul 
University last week and, as always, everybody 
attending had to register for this 10th annual 
Procrastination Research Conference in 
advance. No tickets to it were sold at the door. 

This year the group discussed new 
developments about why people procrastinate.

ALEXA HELP 

It was widely reported several weeks ago that 
an Alexa, the black cylindrical tabletop device 
sold by Amazon to which you issue instructions 
or ask questions, had made a 911 call. 

Amazon says it is impossible for an 
Alexa to have done that. However, it is possible 
to program it to have it remember names of 
family members or friends. You can program it 
to call them. 

The incident in question involved a house in 
Tijeras, New Mexico, where, according to the 
county sheriff, a man allegedly fighting with his 


girlfriend asked her if she’d called the sheriff. 
The Alexa device heard this as a commandthe 
sheriff's office said, and, since it was attached 
to a landline, called 911. Eventually, the man 
was arrested and the woman treated for minor 
injuries that did not require hospitalization. 

This report by the sheriff’s office has led to 
questions about whether an Alexa, in these 
extraordinary circumstances, could have gone 
beyond its capabilities and actually done this. 
Often, extraordinary things are done by people 
when they are under stress. But Amazon says 
the Alexa is not built to make such phone calls. 

Overlooked, however, is another possibility. 
It’s been widely reported by people who buy 
Alexa that they have to give new nicknames to 
their children named Alexa so that there is no 
confusion about who is being told what to do. 
Was there an Alexa about? 

MUSK TERRIFIED 

Elon Musk, who might be the smartest man 
in America, has issued a statement that the 
greatest thing he fears for the future is robots. 
His statement, he says, is a call to alarm. 

Maybe when armies of robots come down 
the*street killing people, he said, we will do 
something about it. 


Others. have (Continued on next page) 
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expressed concern about the increasing 
intelligence of robots. I once read.a book. by 
science fiction writer Isaac Asimov about a 
future world where all robots—many of whom 
looked like humans—were, by government 
decree, only allowed to be built with a chip 
programmed to prevent them from killing, or 
even harming, a human. They could kill other 
robots if those other robots had figured out 
how to compromise that chip. ; 

I recall that in this book there was this 
enormous, top secret, highly guarded factory 
where these chips were made that had to go 
into robots. It was an interesting plot. 

KAYAKER TAKES A PLEA 

You may recall the story last year about this 

young athletic couple, engaged to be married, 


who went kayaking on the Hudson River on a 
cold winter day. A storm brewed, the water got 
choppy and that man’s kayak filled with water. 
He then fell overboard and drowned. He was 
not wearing a life jacket. 

His fiancée, in a nearby kayak, had her 
kayak overturn as well—prosecutors said 
intentionally, to make it look as if she had tried 
to save him.

Defense lawyers, trying to explain this, said 
that because she was from Latvia and didn’t 
understand English very well (she allegedly 
had asked “Who is Miranda?”), she hadn’t 
understood the question when she agreed 
she’d unscrewed the drain plug. ——- she 
was accused of murder.

Confederate is being billed as a blockbuster 
that will rival Game of Thrones’s success. 
Thrones is successful, it’s been. said, because 
we get to see a world without laws, ethics 
or morals, where sheer power wins. Sometimes 
in certain parts of primitive brains, people 
crave just that. 

Next year, perhaps we will be treated 
to “Deniers,” a tale about the aftermath of 
us all finding out the Holocaust never 
happened. Swastika flag fluttering over the 
White House? 

MATTRESS GIRL 

In 2015, a young woman who in 2013 said 
she had gotten raped by a fellow student who 
was then exonerated, completed her thesis 
and graduated Columbia University. The thesis 
consisted of her going about her day at school 
for her entire senior year carrying a mattress. It 
was “a work of art.” Yes it was. 

Last week, the young man accused of 
raping her—he was cleared by university and 
NYPD investigations—settled with Columbia - 
University for an unknown sum after suing the 
university for gender discrimination. He said 
the university refused to protect him from 
harassment and a hostile learning environment, 
Jezebel reported. He was vilified by other 
students, he said, his name was written on 
a list of sexual assault violators on campus 
restroom walls, and he was held up to ridicule 
and scorn.

This crowd 
will be witnessing an award ceremony, the 
culmination of a seven-month-long literary prize 
contest designed to smoke out the very best 
essay writers who love the East End. One writer 
will win the grand prize of $5,000. Another 
writer, an “emerging young writer”—age 
25 or younger, as the contest defines it—will 
win $3,000. And there will be four more people 
who will win $500 runner-up awards, and six 
more Judge’s Choice awards. 

This is the sixth year Dan’s Papers has held 
this literary competition, and there is still time 
to enter. We've extended the deadline—it’s 
official—to August 14 at 11:59 p.m. Enter at 
DansLitPrize.com. The fee is only $25 per entry, 
and $10 per entry for the Emerging Young 
Writers competition. 

We think that in a world of tweets, texts and 


emails, it is a good thing to take the efforts of 
all these people who have learned how to type 
into a slightly longer form. Here, it is about 
three pages of typing, double spaced, with 
artificial boundaries, which include: entries on 
any nonfiction topic, so long as it meaningfully 
mentions the eastern end of Long Island; more 
than 600 and less than 1,500 words. 

You can write humor, memoir, opinion, 
history, a piece of journalism, an interview, 
a biography, an appreciation, a diatribe. It 
just has to be real facts or feelings. No poetry 
or fake news allowed, please. We love humor, 
of course. 

Because the East End is also chock-full of 
successful authors, publishers, documentarians, 
historians and other nefarious individuals, 
we have, during these six years, attracted 
some major literary personalities to attend the 
awards ceremony and address this audience 
of adults and teenagers who have visions of 
thousands of dollars in prize money dancing in 
their heads. 

Many have been Pulitzer Prize winners, 
Emmy winners, New York Times best-selling

authors and National. Book Award winners. 
Revered literary figures such as Bob Caro, 
Walter Isaacson, E.L. Doctorow, Tom Wolfe, 
Carl Bernstein and Jules Feiffer have addressed 
this eager crowd. Alec Baldwin has not, but he 
has sent us his praise of the event. 

“! think if anyone can bring together some 
of the greatest writers around today on behalf 
of recognizing new, emerging work and thus 
‘restock the pond’ to the benefit of all, that would 
be Dan.

This year, Dava Sobel, the New York Times 
best-selling author of Longitude and Galileo’s 
Daughter, will deliver the keynote speech for the 
main Dan’s Papers Literary Prize.

Gail Sheehy will deliver the keynote speech 
for the Dan’s Papers Emerging Young Writers 
awards. (Entrants must be under age 25). Ms. 
Sheehy, a prominent New York-based journalist 
who was part of the “New Journalism” movement 
in the 1960s, wrote Passages, a book about 


the life changes people go through, 
particularly at midlife, in 1976. 
It remained on The New York 
Times best-seller list for three 
years and arguably altered 

the course of the nation. As a 
result, it was selected by the 


Award for Distinguished Journalism 
seven times, and the Washington 
Journalism Review ‘award 
for Best Magazine Writer in 
America. She also wrote an 
article for New York magazine 
entitled “The Secrets of 


Library of Congress as one of 
the 10 most influential books 
of our time. 

She’s won many awards, 
including for interviews she wrote 
for magazines of such prominent 
political individuals as Anwar Sadat, 
Margaret Thatcher, Mikhail Gorbachev, Hillary 
Clinton and both Presidents Bush. She’s won 
the New York Newswomen’s Club Front Page 
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Gray Gardens” that led to a 
famous documentary, movie 
and Broadway show about the 
East Hampton socialites Edith 

Bouvier Beale and her daughter 

Edith “Little Edie” Beale, who lived in 
a decrepit and filthy house on West End 
Avenue in this town for many years. 

After the keynote speeches, the winners of 
the Dan’s Papers Literary Prize are announced, 
and one at a time they get called up onstage to 
receive prizes, handshakes and the appropriate 
trophy, plaque or framed certificates. They 
are asked to speak to the crowd briefly. Some 
have thanked the judges, others have thanked 
their parents or other inspiring figures. In my 
opinion, it puts the Emmys, Oscars and Golden 
Globes to shame. Well, we try anyway. 

The two winning essays are read aloud to 
the crowd as well. In the past, these essays 
have been read by Emmy Award-winner Pia 
Lindstrom, Academy Award-winner Mercedes 
Ruehl and TV legend Dick Cavett. 

This year’s winning essays will be read aloud 
by Melissa Leo, who has appeared in more 
than 40 films, including the lead role in 2017’s 
The Most Hated Woman in America, where she 
plays the American Atheists founder, Madelyn 
Murray O’Hair. She’s in Last Summer in the 
Hamptons, and she won the Academy Award 
for Best Supporting Actress for her role in 
the movie The Fighter. A recipient of a Golden 
Globe, an Emmy and a SAG award, she is also 
the daughter of local bayman Arnold Leo and 
has deep roots in East Hampton. 

Others contribute to the Dan’s Literary 
Festival events. At the start of the awards 
ceremony, the Perlman Music Program, 
based on Shelter Island, will offer a live 
classical music concert. The Hamptons 
International Film Festival has, in the past, 
chosen films that have been part of the festival. 
This year, the awards ceremony will be followed 
by a catered outdoor cocktail party in the Guild 
Hall Garden just outside, downstage left. There, 
the audience can mingle with presenters, 
winners, judges and speakers, and can also 
meet Gail Sheehy, Dava Sobel, Daniel Simone 
and several other authors (including me) who 
will be doing a special book signing! 

In a summer of fundraisers, weddings, 
concerts, films and performances, it’s our 
belief that there is a place for the local and 
national (anybody can enter) essayists to be 
seen, heard and appreciated. I speak for the 
thousands of people who have entered this 
competition in its first five years. We hope you 
will join us that afternoon.

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Pollock and Avedon Coming Together Soon at Guild Hall

aturday, August 12 sees the opening of 
two new exhibitions at East Hampton’s 
Guild Hall: Avedon’s America, celebrating 
more than 50 years of Richard Avedon’s 
photographic career, and Jackson Pollock: The 
Graphic Works. We all know them; we all love 
them; but what’s the connection? “There’s 
no connection,” says Christina Mossaides 
Strassfield, Museum Director and Chief Curator 
of the Guild Hall Museum, “except that they are 
both exceptional artists!” 
Avedon’s America, co-organized and curated 
by the Richard Avedon Foundation, is a 
comprehensive presentation of his famous 


black and white images that 
are as visually striking as they 
are psychologically intriguing. 
“Avedon was a photographer 
of his time,” Strassfield says, 
noting it was “a time of great 
change in our country, which he 
was able to document.” It would 
seem we are currently witness to 
another time of national change. 
“I feel that people should come 
to this exhibition to realize that 
we have been through a great 
deal—which is documented in 
these photographs—have seen 
many changes and will continue 
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Avendon portrait looking like a Pollock 


to see, evolve and survive the 
current crisis,” Strassfield 
says. The breadth of portraits 
on view at Guild Hall certainly 
inspire a deeper understanding 
of the many characters, ideas 
and relationships that shaped 
the cultural discourse of 
20th century America, from 
the Civil and Women’s Rights 
movements to the Vietnam 
Conflict, and with pioneering 
figures in visual, performing and 


$literary arts. 


Even if you want to leave 
your politics at home, Avedon’s 


America is a must-see exhibition, 
if only for the simple fact that Avedon was 
a master of his craft. He was fascinated by 


_photography’s capacity for evoking the life and 


personality of his subjects and registered poses, 
attitudes, hairstyles, clothing and accessories 
as vital, revelatory elements of an image. “My 
photographs don’t go below the surface,” 
Avedon once said. “I have great faith in surfaces. 
A good one is full of clues.” Photographs cover 
a range of subjects including William F. Buckley, 
John Cage, Janis Joplin, Florence Kennedy, 
China Machado, Malcolm X, Hillary Clinton and 
Donald Trump. 

There'll be no politics at the other exhibition, 
either, of an artist whose work East Enders 
know well: Jackson Pollock. But if you're 
visiting in hopes of finding the abstract poured 
paintings for which Pollock was best known, 
you'll be in for a surprise. Unbeknownst to 
some less-than-hardcore Pollock fans, the 
artist experimented with different printmaking 
techniques between 1943 and the early 
1950s and produced a number of small-scale 
silkscreens and screen-printed greeting cards 
in his Springs studio. 

The exhibition, Jackson Pollock: The Graphic 
Works, includes six intaglios printed from 
original plates Pollock created in 1944 and 
1945 and six silkscreens printed from screens 
made in 1951. Both sets of prints are restrikes 
which were done in 1964 from the original plates 
under the approval of the late Lee Krasner, 
Pollock’s widow. 

According to Helen Harrison, Director of 
the Pollock-Krasner House in Springs, “Pollock 
began experimenting with liquid paint in 1936, 
and continued to use it intermittently in the 
early-mid 1940s, [though] paint-pouring didn’t 
become Pollock’s primary technique until after 
he moved to Springs in 1945.” Harrison does 
note that “the engravings, lithographs and early 
screen prints from the 1930s and ’40s, which 
he created by hand directly on the matrix, 
are more related to his drawings, although his 
paintings of the period also contain similar 
pictographic symbolism.” 

Free admission to both Avedon’s America 
and Jackson Pollock: The Graphic Works is 
generously funded by Bridgehampton National 
Bank and Landscape Details. So you really have 
nothing to lose by going to check them both 
out. Both exhibitions will be on display through 
October 9. g& :

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Modern, traditional, Mediterranean: what is our experts’ favorite kind of architecture in 
a home, whether one they’re listing or one they live in? What styles of architecture are 


particularly attractive to buyers here on the East End? Find out right here. 


I personally love history and 
character. Some of my favorite 
structures are those that have been 
repurposed or reinvented in some 
way: an old, charming house that 
now has new life or something 
converted from a church, lighthouse, 
barn, school or commercial space. I 
had never been a big fan of modern 
architecture, but I am gaining much 
greater appreciation for it recently. 
I think with most people’s lives 
being increasingly hectic there is 
something very calming about the 
simplicity and clean lines. What 
seems to be a favorite among 
buyers is the marriage of the old 
and new. More texture but less 
color. An old farmhouse, with a 
bright open floor plan and simple 
neutral color scheme throughout— 
shades of white/gray. Or a more 
contemporary structure with interior 
elements of iron and reclaimed 
wood and other materials.

My favorite architectural style in 

a home, whether living there or 
listing, is traditional with a dash of 
modern, especially in the kitchen. 
Open floor plans that flow into 

the living and outdoor spaces 

are perfect for second, as well as 
primary Hamptons residences. 75 
percent of the first-floor living space 
can be kitchen, living, dining, while 
the other 25 percent is a first-floor 
master bedroom. The entire length 
of the back of the house has large 
sliding glass doors that open up 

to outdoor dining, entertaining 
and a pool. Hamptons architect 
James D’Auria is a master of this 
type of design. 


Many East End buyers I work with 
are attracted to homes that marry 
traditional architectural elegance 
with modern amenities. They want 
that “wow” factor when you walk 
into a house. Luxurious traditional 
materials in the form of stone 
fireplaces and cedar ceilings paired 
with ultra-modern walls of glass to 
take in water and lush views are 
appealing, as are open kitchens and 
living areas and screened porches for 
informal entertaining. The hardscape 
architecture outside is almost as 
important as what’s inside, including 
multi-tiered decks, infinity pools, pool 
houses with fully equipped kitchens, 
and outdoor fireplaces and fire pits. 
It’s all about lifestyle. As for me, I 
stay awake at night designing my 
own dream home—and then I get 
my next listing and fall in love with 
that house. One thing my dream 
architectural style includes is storage, 
storage, storage! 


I adore Mediterraneans, so when 
our home was designed, this was 
the direction we took. I gravitate 
to them because of my years 

of travel to France and Spain’s 
Mediterranean coasts. 

On the East End, the enduring 
style is Shingle style, highlighted 
by gables, Palladian windows, 
wraparound porches and 
columns. More and more, though, 
the fashion forward are asking for 
modern homes. The sleek, open 
spaces with minimal visible details 
and dramatic lines are dotting 
the landscape from Westhampton 
to Montauk.

PM: Growing up, I spent a lot of time on the East End, where I was

The trick is to find new and interesting ways to 
combine aesthetics, style and design together in a unique and lasting way. I also let 
the homeowner steer the ship, in terms of stylistic direction.

BTH: Do you think there are types of homes or buildings that should not be built 
in the Hamptons? 


EB: I see the multitude of spec houses as an architectural tragedy. The architecture 

is not individualized or representative of the local vernacular. Scale, proportion, 
attention to details, and local historical reference are not a formula that can be 
applied en masse so easily to architecture. And by ‘successfully’ I ask the question, 
“does the house design add to the fabric of the community on a neighborly scale, and 
is it a contribution to the architecture that has come before it in our community?” 


BTH: What’s your favorite building in the Hamptons, 
by someone other than you? 


EB: My very favorite building is the Kazcikas house on Egypt Lane. The house is 

an extraordinary example of Cotswold old English style with a dominant yet 
gentle sweeping roof. The house is for sale and will require updating. I cannot wait 
to see who buys it, brings it up to date, and fills the home with new generations of 
East Hampton lovers.

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BTH: What would you say is your signature style? 


PC: 1 don’t consider my office as having a signature style. We consider each site and program as a 
unique opportunity for creativity. The underlying themes in our work are quality of light, proportion, 
craftsmanship and optimizing the site. 


BTH: Do you think there are types of homes or buildings that should not be built in the Hamptons? 


PC: The Hamptons has always been fertile ground for architects and their patrons, so I don’t think 
there is a wrong type. But I do find the mass production of Xerox copy speculative homes that are 
neither designed for a specific owner nor designed to suit a specific site, but rather built en-masse with 
no regard for site conditions, light, or views as an unfortunate byproduct of the booming real estate 
market here. 


BTH: What’s your favorite building in the Hamptons, by someone other than you? 


PC: 1am very partial to the Thomas Moran house (circa 1884, architect unknown) on Main Street in 
East Hampton. I love its quirky facade and seemingly random building elements. On the other end of 
the scale I find the Parrish Art Museum designed by Herzog & de Meuron in Water Mill refreshingly 
respectful of the Hamptons’ agricultural vernacular. The restraint and simplicity of the exterior suggests 
something familiar, yet it is executed in contemporary materials. Once you experience it on an intimate 
level, it is unmistakably a modern art museum. 


BTH: The Hamptons is known for fine architecture. How would you like to be remembered? 


PC: As a residential architect, I don’t kid myself into believing my work will survive for eternity but, 
for those who have been touched by my work, I hope I am remembered as a capable designer who 
worked with integrity and who demonstrated a passion for his craft and respect for the lives of the 
people I designed for.

BTH: What would you say is your signature style? 


PG: My style is eclectic transitional. I have always used recycled building parts 
in my designs for many years.

MASTER CRAFTSMAN ELIZABETH DOW, DESIGNER 


Few things in a home penetrate our memory as powerfully as a striking 
wallpaper pattern. Tasteful or tacky, striped or floral, bold or subtle, 

an enduring motif can define a room, forever an emblem of time and 
place for those who inhabit it. And while certain wallcoverings recall 
childhood bedrooms or represent the latest hot Manhattan hotel or 
restaurant, we rarely consider the visionaries who create them. 


Sag Harbor artist and designer Elizabeth Dow wears many hats, but 
her revolutionary approach to this three-centuries-old craft is the 
cornerstone of a growing design empire. Now based in Gingerbread 
Lane in East Hampton, her Elizabeth Dow Home retail store and 
showroom is part of that expansion, but wallpaper was the catalyst for 
everything, and Dow remains dedicated to it. 


A graduate of University of Michigan at 19, Dow started her career 
as a Minimalist Color Field painter, but she always had a love for 
collage, which became important later. “After college I got involved in

restoration because of my color mixing abilities,” Dow says. “I did that 
for five years.” 


Then, while working for an interior designer, “I just thought about 
contemporary applications of wall surfaces,” she explains. Crinkled 
wallpaper was in vogue at that time, but Dow struggled with the thick 
substrate, which caused her paper rip easily. Thankfully, necessity is 
often the mother of invention, and a frustrated Dow began repairing 
the tears by applying rice paper to the back—then she realized it might 
be cool to apply the rice paper to the front. 


“It was one of those middle-of-the-night moments,” she says, recalling 
how her signature textural style was born. Add that to her love for 
collage, and the rest is history. 


Dow built up a thriving wallcoverings business by offering something 
totally new. Now, many years later, she’s still handcrafting her wares, 
albeit with a much larger operation, including a staff of studio artists. 


Hidden beyond the front showroom of Elizabeth Dow Home in East 
Hampton—past lovingly arranged furniture, piles of handsome textiles 
and hides, monumental photographs, distressed carpets and all manner 
of compelling objects from nature and antiquity—Dow’s wallpaper 
studio is a hive of daily activity. Her 13 employees buzz about, 
attending to various tasks. And in the center of it all, Dow’s studio 
artists dutifully prep and paint wallcoverings on long, wooden tables 
before climbing tall ladders and hanging them to dry on what appear 
to be giant, empty paper towel rolls.

Using this proprietary drying system, Dow dries many more sheets than 
traditional flat methods would allow in such a small space. “I think 
that’s where the invention comes in,” the designer says, explaining how 
innovation had a role in her success right alongside her aesthetic and 
unique approach to wallcovering. 


“Tt’s part of my DNA,” Dow says of her designs, though this also applies 
to her inventiveness. Her grandfather, Harold T. Dow, was an inventor 
with several patents, including an automobile spring, and his father was 
an inventor before him. While he died before her birth, Dow grew to 
know her grandfather by growing up in the house he built in Elma, NY. 


“It was this omnipresent personality that was part of the property,” she 
says, noting that the Greek Revival house ignited her passion for homes 
and interiors. “[It was] the first thing I fell in love with,” Dow recalls, 
wistfully describing a house full of English antiques, Oriental rugs and 
two pigs, Mike and Ike, that were permitted inside, like family dogs. 


When she opened her East Hampton showroom over three years ago, 
Dow says it completed the story that began with that house. 
Headquartered in the local showroom, her Elizabeth Dow brand now 
sells much more than wallcoverings. She has her own line of furniture 
and represents a number of other designers’ work there. Her textile and 
upholstery collections are growing by 35 percent this year and can be 
found in fine homes across the world. Interior designers now acquire 
her products out of 13 trade-only showrooms nationwide. 


In fact, Dow’s own interior design business is expanding at such a rapid 
pace that she’s had to renovate her space in East Hampton. The new 
division will include an in-house architect and several interior designers, 
as well as product development, technology and customer service 
departments. 


Dow keeps a close eye on all of it, but she also continues to travel the 
world in search of fabulous new treasures for her Hamptons store and 
showroom. The designer also hosts monthly art exhibitions there in the 
summertime, and hangs larger group shows during the offseason. 


Dow’s personality and tastes are omnipresent through everything 
under her reign, and it’s quite obvious when stepping through her 


showroom doors. Much like her grandfather’s old home in Elma.

NOT ALL ATTORNEYS ARE THE SAME. 

However, the first and only question most transactional real estate attorneys 
hear when speaking with a new perspective client is how much do you charge? 
This question commoditizes transactional real estate attorneys and more so, 
undervalues one of the most important service providers needed to complete 

a real estate transaction. It is the buyer’s attorney’s job to protect the buyer’s 
down payment through negotiating and crafting contractual exculpatory clauses, 
while performing due diligence to determine if all current ownership / liens are 
correct and cleared on the property, zoning is in compliance with the applicable 
municipal code, boundary lines are correct and all out of possession issues don’t 
raise equitable ownership rights, the client’s goals for the property are permissible 
according to as of right uses for the property, covenants and restrictions that run 
with the property do not otherwise prevent such client’s intentions, easements 
and other dominant rights held by third-parties are understood and managed, and 
much more.

An additional numerical factor is the attorney’s per hour rate. On average, transactions 
take roughly 18 hours to complete, which works out to an hourly rate of less than $150 
an hour for an attorney who charges $2,500. As a result, when a client squeezes the 
attorney’s rate, an attorney can only remain profitable by likewise shaving hours from 
the transaction.

What do you love about the Hamptons? 

Most of my friends here are also New York friends, but we are all 
different here, more relaxed, mostly not at work so together more in easier 
ways. I love the whole atmosphere, not to mention the beach, the ocean, 
the other waterways. There’s endless water. One lack felt by my mother 
when she visited: “Is there really no boardwalk?” 


You’ve owned a home in the Hamptons for a long time. Has the 
area changed for the better or the worse? 

For me, mostly insignificant changes. My spouse sitting next to me 
here just said, “fewer gay bars and more traffic.”

“Nevertheless,” Alec Baldwin Persists

B y his own admission, Alec Baldwin is currently 
riding high, personally and professionally, in 
a career that’s had its share of peaks and valleys 
over the last 37 years. The Amagansett resident 
and actor is blissfully married and besotted with 
his wife, Hilaria, and their three young children— 
Carmen, 3, Rafael, 2, and baby Leonardo—and he’s 
more than mended fences with eldest daughter 
Ireland, 21. His animated film, The Boss Baby, was a 
smash hit, earning $494.9 million at the box office, 
with a sequel already in the works. And, while there 
are those who resent him for it, Baldwin’s Donald 
Trump impression on Saturday Night Live garnered 
high praise from a public that can’t seem. to get 
enough. He even picked up an Emmy nomination for 
the role in July, and his satirical book about it (with 
Kurt Andersen), You Can’t Spell America Without Me: 
The Really Tremendous Inside Story of My Fantastic 
First Year as President Donald J. Trump, is due for 
release on November 7. The actor’s first book this 
year, Nevertheless: A Memoir, hit shelves in April and 
was hailed as “Beautifully written and unexpectedly 
moving...” by The New York Times.

It involved listening to a lot of music and playing 
through music on the piano. It’s always a fun 
experience to enter new territory.” 

As for the songs, Schwartz has almost exclusively 
stuck to Shakespeare’s text. “There’s less songs 
than {a traditional musical], obviously, and the 
lyrics already exist, although we've played 
around with who sings them and made a couple 
of [small changes]. I tried to stay pretty close to 
Shakespeare. There are one or two places where 
I put in a couple cuts,” Schwartz explains. “The 
other thing we’ve done which is unusual, and we 
are still experimenting, is that in As You Like It, 
there are these verses that get hung on trees and 
letters from unrequited lovers, so I had the notion to 
set those to music as well. There will be more 
music than usual in As You Like If, there are five 
songs with lyrics.” 

Schwartz is thrilled to be working with the talented 
cast, some of whom will play instruments during the 
show. “There are fantastic performers. Cass Morgan 
[who plays Old Adam/Audrey] isn’t that well known, 
but she’s one of my absolute favorites—spectacular. 
She helped me to demo the songs. I’ve known her a 
long time,” he says. The cast includes Tony nominee 
Bob Stillman and Academy, Emmy and Tony Award- 
winner Ellen Burstyn. 

Even if you’re not a Bard buff, Schwartz thinks 
you'll enjoy As You Like it. “Even light Shakespeare 
can be intimidating,” admits Schwartz, “but I want to 
reassure people—under the hands of John Doyle and 
this amazing cast it’s really a lot of fun.” 

So, what’s next for Schwartz, who shows n 
signs of slowing down? Fans of the talented 
composer can come to Bay Street’s Music Mondays 
on August 28 for Stephen Schwartz & Friends, 
featuring Schwartz, Liz Callaway, Scott Coulter 
and Debbie Gravitte. Schwartz is also working on 
The Prince of Egypt, which is set to have a world 
premiere production .at TheatreWorks Silicon 
Valley and the Fredericia Teater in Denmark, 
directed by Bay Street Artistic Director Scott 
Schwartz.

that part of your vision, to explain these 
things from your life without a middleman? 

I’m telling a story about what happened to me. Why 
didn’t I do the sequel for The Hunt for Red October? 
There’s a guy named Barry London, who was the 
head of publicity...When the whole Red October thing 
blew up he went to the press and said, “Alec Baldwin 
is not going to do the movie because he overplayed 
his hand at the negotiating table.” Nothing, I repeat, 
nothing could be further from the truth. These guys 
cut my throat and threw me over the side. And that’s 
cool, but I wanted to explain to people: Here’s what 
really happened. 

Every single one of these books you read—people 
really pull their punches....So I picked a few stories 
where people were going to get hurt. So what? 

In the book I say, [the director, John] McTiernan 
called Harrison Ford and said, “You realize we’re 
in negotiations with someone else,” and Ford’s 
response was, “f__k him.” Everybody is doing what 
they’ve got to do. I did what I had to do. I don’t think 
it’s going to hurt Harrison Ford’s career. Old age 
might hurt his career more than my writing. 

How did you come to love the East Hampton 
Library so much? 

I could give a million dollars to the New York 
Philharmonic and I’m the poor relation there—all 
those guys are super rich dudes giving five and ten 
million. A million dollars isn’t what it used to be, 
especially in Manhattan, but I came out here and 
I said to myself, ’'m going to start to change my 
commitments in the City where I think it has less of 
an effect. ... Out here it really made a difference—the 
Film Festival, Guild Hall, the Library. Now that I have 
little kids, it’s all about happy little kids. My kids go 
to that library and they just have a ball. | thought, 
this is so important to this community. I love the 
work they do. I swear to God, if I had a billion dollars, 
I'd give 100 million of it to the East Hampton Library. 
Tell me about Authors Night. Will you be sitting 
next to Hilaria? 

I have a relationship with my wife where I’m happy 
when I’m with her and I’m less happy when I’m not 
with her, so we’re going to be there together, and 
we decided we’re probably going to sit right next to 
each other and sign our respective books.

Help Fight Back Against Ticks This Season!

I hope everyone reading this 
is aware of the increased 
tick population this season 
and the resulting possibility 
of contracting a_ tick-borne 
disease. It’s imperative that 
we all take measures to limit 
our exposure to ticks and that 
we seek medical help if we 


experience symptoms, which

include a rash around a tick 


bite, a full body rash, flu-like symptoms (joint pain, 
headache, nausea), fatigue and high fever. 

Here are some scary facts: There are three kinds 
of ticks in this area and at least six diseases we 
can get from ticks. Two of the diseases can kill you 
if left untreated, and one can give you an allergy 
to meat! Lyme disease can be caused by different 
organisms, each possibly requiring its own tests and 
vaccines. Bacterial strains of tick-borne diseases 
vary across different regions of the country. There’s 
no vaccine and no standard test that can indicate 
a positive diagnosis. There are tests to identifty 
antibodies to the bacteria, but none that identify 
the presence of the bacteria itself. To make matters 
worse, researchers do not have enough samples 
from people with confirmed Lyme disease to help 
create tests or vaccines. To remedy this, The Bay 
Area Lyme Foundation in Portola Valley, California 
has created the Lyme Disease Biobank, the first and 


only such program that collects blood and urine 
samples from multiple areas across the country and 
then distributes them to laboratories in the hopes 
of accelerating research into the understanding, 
diagnosis and treatment of tick-borne diseases. 

Dr. George Dempsey of East Hampton has 
been collecting blood samples since 2014. Anyone 
who has been treated for Lyme disease for less 
than 48 hours can call 631-324-9200 to inquire about 
participation in the Biobank program. These samples 
are vital to researchers. 

I’ve been working in gardens for over 20 years. 
The possibility of getting a tick-borne disease 
has increased each year. As more vacant land is 
developed, deer have fewer places to live, putting 
them closer to us. When we have a season with 
abundant acorns like last fall, carriers of deer ticks, 
such as white-footed mice, and therefore ticks, 
multiply. Given the increasing development in our 
area and our inability to manage the deer population, 
we can expect the problem of tick-borne diseases to 
keep getting worse until researchers, with samples 
from organizations like the Biobank, can find ways of 
diagnosing and treating it. 

Until that happens, inform yourselves and take 
appropriate actions. You might be able to modify 
your landscape to include fewer damp, leafy areas 
and/or spray it for ticks. At the very least, .use 
tick repellants and, most importantly, check your 
children and pets each time you’ve been outdoors. 

If you experience -symptoms of what you 
think might be a tick-borne disease, go to the

doctor. Ask how a diagnosis is made, but remember 
there’s no absolute diagnostic test. If the doctor 
thinks you might have a tick-borne disease, 
you should be given a prescription for an antibiotic 
for three weeks and you must complete the 
entire treatment. : 
The East End affords many enjoyable outdoor 
activities. Don’t let your experience be spoiled. 
Realize that contracting tick-borne diseases is 
possible, and take actions to protect yourself and 


your family. @@

Andy’s:

y husband and I have been traveling north to 
Greenport, aka “G’Port,” for evening getaways 
for years. Last Monday we ferried over to check out 
the new place in town—Andy’s, in the former Rhumb 
Line space on Front Street, opened in June. 
We'd heard good things and were not disappointed. 
But we’d forgotten what a busy place G’Port is on 
Mondays in season. There was a mad rush in town 
to get a good seat in the park to hear the Bobby 
Nathan Band, but Andy’s was also quite busy inside. 
In fact, the dining room area was busier than the bar. 
This crowd of young families, couples and groups 
of friends showed no interest in the big-screen 
televisions. It was boisterous but the 


orange motif and she designed the nifty menu. 

Despite the presence of homemade pickles, local 
greens, guacamole and boozy milkshakes, there 
wasn’t a hipster in sight. Just busy staffers in ring- 
necked jerseys, with “17” emblazoned in orange on 
their backs, bustling to and fro. They’re clearly all on 
the same team—Team Andy’s. 

I began with an order of “Bubble Bread.” I don’t 
know why the loaded, sesame-seeded bread I was 
served is called “bubble bread,” but I have no 
complaints. It could have been called “Sexy BLT 
Bread”—garlic bread topped with slices of tomato, 
bacon, baby arugula, loads of cheese and a balsamic 
reduction in a luscious presentation. If you order 
this, by all means, share it.

salty fat bombs!” and cut me off after three. (I’m 
allowed one hot dog per summer—so three kosher 
cocktail francs was a pretty good haul.) 

Chef Larry Evans’s menu’ has_ some 
interesting flexibilities. The Soup of the Day was 
New England Clam Chowder. We didn’t ask what the 
Magic Fountain Ice Cream Flavor of the Day or the 
Chimichanga De La Dia was, but the Catch of the 
Day, “fresh from the Southold Fish Market,” pleased 
Husband—Roasted Sea Bass, served with a roasted 
ear of local corn, green beans, baby arugula and a 
lemon wedge. 

Andy was walking by when Husband ordered the 
Sea Bass and he suggested pairing it with a glass of 
McCall Wines’ Sauvignon Blanc, exclaiming, “I love it!” 
Yes, it turned out to be “the Andy,” co-owner Andy 
Harbin, who was constantly making the rounds—and 
pouring rounds—from behind the bar. I don’t know 
if he was a thin man when he opened this restaurant 
earlier this season but he is now. And very friendly 
and welcoming. He shared that he and his partner 
Doug Roberts intended to create a “family place.” 

I think they've succeeded and they know their 
stuff. The two are neighbors and both are fathers of 
young children. In addition to the varied menu that 
embraces many current food trends, there’s a Little 
Sluggers Menu for the 12 and under set.
